A glance at the men working at 
the yard convinces one that most 
of them are not ordinary tramps, 
but more worthy men who are act- 


ually looking for some way to| 


earn enough to eat. Some of these 
stop here for several days; in fact, 
there have been those who stayed 
several weeks. 

Another attraction which _un- 
doubtedly holds the men here is 
the fact that at the Mexican 
shacks on Craig street they have 
a comfortable place to sleep and 
pass the time. Men are congre- 
gated there at all hours of the 
day and from 40 to 60 are accom- 
modated with sleeping quarters at 
night, there having been the iat- 
ter number there Sdturday night. 


These quarters are in charge of, 


a man by the name of W. H. Riley, 
who comes from the north part of 
California. There he had a con- 
siderable sum of cash, some thous- 
ands of dollars, in one of the banks 


that closed, which made him pen-| 


niless. Riley seemed to just nat- 
urally “fall into’ the job of tun- 
ning this “hobo haven,” having 
drifted into Upland weeks ago and 
proving a man far above the aver- 
age. He takes an interest in 
keeping the shacks clean and sees 
that there is no “rough stuff,’ al- 
though the latter precaution is sel- 
dom necessary. The men are most- 
ly of the type who appreciate a 
good place to stay.
